Lot No.889, which was a group 
of five Denarri with flan flaws and 
banker’s marks, (Estimated at $250-350) 
realized $577.50. Lot. No.1170, a Gold 
Aureus of Didius Julianus, A.D.193 in 
FF, (Est.$12,500up) boomed to a nice 
$355,000. The highlight of the sale 
probably was Lot No. 1888, a 
Presentation Quality Piastra d’oro, 
1610.

Special coinage of any kind was suspended during World War 
II, and after the war it was obvious that commemorative coinage 
would be the last thing to receive the approval of the Treasury 
and the Congress. An act had been passed on August 5, 1939, 
prohibiting any further commemorative issues, but political 
pressure of some import brought approval for the Iowa Statehood 
half dollar at the same time as an act was passed authorizing 
the Booker T. Washington commemorative.

COINS AND THE NATION*S GROWTH 


By Laurie Ryan 
Cont. Part 2. 

The Fugio Cent was the first coin 
that was minted under the United States’ 
Supervision. It was minted between 1787 
and 1788. The copper of which it was 
made had a symbolic meaning, a sun dial 
graced its obverse. The date, the word 
Fugio which means "time flies," and the 
motto "Mind Your Own Business" completes 
the obverse. On the reverse there are 
thirteen interlinked circles and the 
motto "We Are One."(5) The beginning 
ideas for the first seal were 
established from this coin. There were 
five seals submitted for Congress’ 
approval between 1776 and 1782. 

The first one was submitted by 
Benjamin Franklin, Thomas Jefferson, and 
John Adams. This seal was rejected, but 
the eye of Providence, the motto E. 
PLURIBUS UNUM, and the Phrygian slave’s 
cap were found in future seals. The 
second seal was designed by John Scott 
of Virginia, James Lovell of 
Massachusetts, and William Houston of 
New Jersey. It was also rejected, but 
the seated figure of Liberty, the 
five-point star, the glory of thirteen 
stars, the use of Roman numerals, and 
the thirteen stripe arrangement in the 
shield were passed upon. 

A Congress selected committee 
consisting of Arthur Middleton and 
Edward Rutledge of South Carolina, Elias 
Boudinot of New Jersey, and William 
Barton of Philadelphia were to design 
the third seal. It was through this 
seal’s design that the use of an eagle 
was started. 


The fourth seal was jiust an elaborate 
replica of the third design. It was 
submitted by Charles Thompson. These 
seals eventually led to the final seal 
design. It was, in part, designed by 
Benjamin Franklin, Thomas Jefferson, 
John Adams, John Lovell, John Scott, 
William Houston, Arthur Middleton, 
Edward Rutledge, Elias Boudinot, William 
Barton, and Charles Thompson. (6) 

There have been two mottoes required 
on all coins. The first was E.PLURIBUS 
UNUM. This motto means "one unity 
composed of many parts". It had 
appeared on coins as early as 1797 but 
was not required by the law to appear 
until February 12, 1873. After this 
law, it was only required when an eagle 
was present on the coin.({7) The only 
exception to this law was the twenty 
cent piece issued between 1875 and 
1878.(8) The second motto is IN GOD WE 
TRUST. After an act on May 18. 1908, 
when the motto was to appear on the 
coins of the United States, it finally 
became law on July 11, 1955. (9) It had 
been debated on since 1864 to become a 
motto on the coins. It also became the 
national motto on July 30, 1956. (10) 
(Paer Three Cowr. MexT Issve).
